FILE QUIT CLAIM 
DEED FOR ROADS 


Dwight I). Davis, Acting Secre­ 
tary of War, Signs Papers, 
Filed in Local Office 
Today. 


The last step in the transfer of the 
six approach roads on the battlefield 
from the national government to the 
state was taken today when a'quTF 
claim deed, made over the signature 
of Dwight F. Davis, acting secretary 
of war, to the conrmonw'ealth of Penn­ 
sylvania, was fib^d at the office of the 
register and recorder. 
The deed cites the act of congrees 
from which Acting Secretary of War 
Davis took authority to transfer the 
land to the common wealth, and gives 
in detail the length of each of the 
six approach roads, which the state 
has taken back, after having been out 
of its jurisdiction since 1895. 
The six stretches contained in the 
deed are: Carlisle road of 5600 feet; 
Harrisburg road, 5250 feet; Hanover 
road, 5700 feet; Taneytown road, 9400 
feet; Emmitsburg road, 7800 feet, and 
the Hagerstown road, 6200 feet. 
The state highway department al­ 
ready has started work on the im­ 
provement of each of the six connect­ 
ing links between 
improved 
state 
roads and the borough’s streets. The 
Harrisburg road will be concreted, 
the contract having been let this week 
to a York concern. 


The congregation of the Gettysburg 
Methodist
